In reply to an inquiry from: the. 
Department, the Board of Trade states 
that morphia may not be exported 
from the United Kingdom to Japan or, 
to . the ’“Kuantung Leased Territory, 
lcither as freight or parcels post, ex- 
cépt under licence fromthe Board's 
Export Licence Department. The 
same conditions of licensing are, in 
fact, applied to exports by parcel post 
as’ obtain. in regard {fo freight ship- 
Ments, in accordance with the arrange- 
ments brought into force in 1917, and 
No licence is issued for an export by 
parcels post unless the Export Licence 
Department is in” possession’ of the’ 
usual certificate from the Japanese’ 
Home: Office stating that the consign- 
ment in question is. required in Japan 
for medical purposes only.
